Summary of Helos from the Far East.

JAPAN. 
HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

By this mail, which brings dates from the new ports to March 
11, we have full confirmation of the telegrams already received 
announcing the massacre of a boat’s crew belonging to the 
French war steamer Dupleix. It appears that on the 12th of 
March ten or eleven French sailors and one officer of that 
frigate, who were in a stearn launch awaiting the Minister's re- 
turn from a walk, landed some seven miles from Hiogo, on the 
Prince of Toza’s territory, and were immediately shot down. 


To Ceylon: Mr. and 
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The officer was found with his ears and fingers cut off, his 
tongue cut out, and otherwise mutilated. 

A local journal says, “ We regret to have to record another 
catastrophe, which, added to those from which the English and 
Americans have already suffered (we allude to the sudden 
death of Consul Myburgh and the upsetting of the boat which 
cost the lives of Admiral Bell, his flag-lieutenant and ten sea- 
men), will cause the opening of Osaka to be remembered as a 
national calamity by three, at any rate, of the Treaty Powers. 
This time it is our French allies who are the sufferers, and in- 
stead of nature and the elements being the assailants, savage 
and brutal murderers have struck the blow. Several versions 
of the unfortunate affair are in circulation to-day, but all agree 
in the main point that a French officer and ten seamen 
have met their deaths by treachery on the part of 
some Japanese soldiers, said to belong to Prince Toza’s retinues, 
and that the attack made on them was made designedly and 
without the slightest provocation. Rumour says that as re- 
prisal some forty of Tuza’s men have been scized by the French 
authoritics, who have given notice that if withio fourteen days 
the actual criminals are not forthcoming, the whole of the: 
prisoners shall be hanged at the yard arts of the French meu- 
of-war. ‘The Japanese Goverument, it is said, have expressed 
their horror at the unfortunate affuir, and have promised all the 
amend it is in their power to make; but the French naturally re- 
quire ‘deeds not words,’ and uoless they promptly get the amplest 
satisfaction, there is very little doubt they will carry out the 
oath of M. Leon Roche, solemnly sworn over the bodies of his 
murdered countrymen, in the name of France and the Em- 
peror, that they should be bitterly revenged.” 

The following letter from a correspondent at Hiogo gives 
further details of the sad affair, and of the funeral of the mur- 
dered ones :—“ You will be very sorry to learn that a fearful 
tragedy has been enacted six miles from Osaka, inthe bay. A 
boat’s crew from the Dupleix was sent to wait for the French 
Consul and the captain, who were expected overland ; but they 
were stopped by some fellows, and told they could not pass ; so 
rather than run any risk they turned back. In the meantime 
the boat had been waiting for them some two hours, and the 
men were lounging about on the beach unarmed, when, all of a 
sudden, some Japanese (about 200 in number) opened fire ov 
them, shot them down as you would shoot pigeons, killing 
several, and taking the wounded prisoners and putting 
them to death. The French authorities recovered eleven 
bodies, and I attended the funeral of the poor fellows this 
afternoon. The midshipman, who was killed, was the only 
one who had a revolver, and he fired cff all the barrels before 
he was killed. All the ministers, residents, &c., attended 
the funeral ; also officers from the different men-of-war, and the 
band of the Ocean. The captain of the Dupletx made an ora- 
tion over the poor feliows’ graves (there was no priest) ; he was 
very much excited, and told the Frenchmen to look on the 
graves of their shipmates and countrymen, who had been 
foully assassinated, murdered in cold blood ; that their deaths 
must be revenged, or they were all cowards and not Frenchmen. 
The Minister, Leon Roches, spoke next ; he was so cut up that 
he could hardly speak, and the tears choked him ; in fact all the 
sailors present were shedding tears. He told them to have 
confidence in their officers and minister, and he solemnly swore 
over the bodies of his murdered countrymen, in the name of 
France and the Emperor, that they should be bitterly revenged , 
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It was a most sad scene, and coven the most thoughtless were 
much affected. There are several more men severely wounded, 
and I think two officers, who happened to be near in another 
boat. The Japancso authoritics admit themselves that it was 
cold-blooded murder, and that thore was no cxcuse or provoca- 
tion for it. They offer to make all amends in their power. 
All seems quict again now at Hiogo.” 








YOKOHAMA. 

Dates honce are to the 16th March. The P. and O. mail of 
Jan. 10 arrived out on tho 7th March, but was anticipated 
by the Pacific Mail steamor China, which intorcepted it at Hong 
Kong, and reached Yokohama on the 4th March. 

From Yokohama we Icarn that the officer of the Princo of 
Rizen, whose retainers came into collision with tho foreigners 
at Kobé, was exccuted on the 2nd March, in the presence of 
a membor of each Forcizn Legation. ‘The unfortunate man was 
allowed to commit harukiru first, and was then decapitated. 
The Japan Times comments very severcly on this “ judical 
murder,” as it terms it, on the grounds that the first provoca- 
tion was given by foreigners, a couple of insolent troopers of 
the French Legation guard, who persisted in attempting, what 
in no city of Europe they would be permitted to do, to cross the 
line of a procossion immediately in front of the chicf personage in 
it. The Japan Times winds up its remarks on this subjoct as 
follows :— But the fact is that Japanese law has been violently 
wrested to satisfy the wounded dignity of a mushroom minister. 
It is not the first time that we have had reason to write thus 
indignantly ; we trust that it will be the last that suck notice 
will be taken of this crime—this error—in the English House 
of Commons as will make it the last. Sir Harry Parkes has 
stained the Britishname.” Tho Japan Times adds a great deal 
more to the same effect, but public opinion seems to endorse 
the reparation exacted. 

Mr. Satow, of the British Legation, has returned from Kioto, 
leaving Dr. Willis still in that city attending to the wounded. 
Osaka is reported as quict, and presenting much the same 
appearance as before the troubles. The Custom-house at 
Hiogo has been officially notified as reopened for the transac- 
tion of business, but the U.S. Consul has stated his intention 
of not recognising its existence until more satisfactory as- 
surauces than have yet reached him are made that the new 
Government will carry the treaties into effect. 

The Jupan Times says, “ The civil war is virtually over, and 
the northern Daimios, without a head and divided in opinion 
among themselves, will submit to the new regime without a 
struggle. Stotsbashi has finally retired from public life, has 
announced to tho Mikado that he is become inkio and, shut 
up in tho Ooyeno, ono of the cemeteries of the Shiogoons in 
Yedo, awaits the further orders of his Imperial master. The 
Gorojiuisdisssolved, aud itsmembers gone noone knows whither 
The only representative of thelateCabinet is the Minister of the 
Interior, who reports himsclf sick, and will see no envoy from the 
Foreign Legations. The French and English missions of mili- 
tary and naval instruction are both withdrawn from Yedo, and, 
until the arrival of the foreign ministers and the assumption of 
the native executive government by tho Mikado’s officers, di- 
plomatic relations with Yedo are suspended. ‘The Prince of 
Kiishiu, on whom, when we last wrote, the hopes of the 
northern party appeared to centre, has declared for the 
other side; Aidzu is proclaimed an outlaw, and his neigh- 
bour, Sendai, is under orders to confiscate his territory ; other 
northern chicfs, conspicuous in the late unsuccessful attack 
upon Kioto, are also named rebels and placed under the ban. 
Throughout the south the adherents of the extinct Shiogoonate 
are submitting to fate and the Imperial Standard ; and unity 
among themselves and a show of moderation towards the van. 
quished are only wanted now to consolidate the power of the 
southern Daimios and settle permanently the constitutional 
rule of the Mikado. We have to hope that, having accepted in 
their entirety the treaties made in error with his subordinate 
officer, the Emperor will carry them out—not grudgingly, or in 
the letter only, as has hitherto been done— but in the spirit and 
with a desire to increase the power and wealth of his empire 

by the teaching of foreign civilisntion and the enterprise of 
foreign commerce.” 
Yedo is quict, and daily assuming a more deserted appear- 
ance ; but disbanded soldiers are doing mischief in the surround- 
ing country. We hear of a body of some seven hundred having 


mutinied, killed their officers, and, divesting themselves of 


European arms and accoutrements, spreading themselves over 
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the Hatchoji district, where they are giving a good dcal of 


trouble. In Yokohama wo remain in perfect quict and sec urity, 
and have onough to do in buying the silk which is being b irricd 
down from the interior rather faster than usual, holders being 
anxious to realise in such uncertain political weather. 





NAGASAKI. 

From this port we have advices to the 16th March. The 
news of the outrage at Hiogo had caused great excitemcnt at 
Nagasaki, where H.LM.’s ship Forfait kept up steam, wits the 
intention of preventing any Japaneso vessels from leavin: the 
harbour. Foreigners after dark objected to leaving their houses, 
and even in tho day-time went about armed and in partis. A 
great number of unemployed Japanese soldiers were 1 afing 
about tho place, apparently bont on mischief, and a short time 
since a French officer had to beat a forced retreat for a distance 


of about four miles, closely followed by armed natives. 


A Nagasaki correspondent, under date 28th February, says :

The rebel news from Tientsin has occasioned {some auxiety 


of late, chicfly in consequence of rumours running counter to 
tclegrams. 
the intelligence is to the effect that the disturbances had so far 
disorganised business that steamers from Shanghai with cargoes 
of cotton goods could not land them. This state of things, 
however, we must conclude had ceased, for the telegram of the 
19th March, which we published in our issue of 6th April, 
announccd that the rcbcls had been defeated and dispersed. 
This telegram was eight days later than the present mail, aud 
as telegrams from Tientsin now reach to the 6th April, we may 
conclude that with their defeat thc business in imports would 
be resumed, but no doubt on a small scale only.

It will be remembered that we mentioned in a late issue 


that Li had been directed to turn his arms against the Maho. 
medan rebels of the north-west, who were threatening an inva- 
sion of Shanse. This invasion has now actually taken place, 
and, as usual, found the Imperialists unprepared. 


The 
Mahomedans seem to have concluded au alliance with the 
Honan Nienfei, and burst across Shanse into Chihli at the same 
time that the latter entered these provinces from the South. 
Frequent engagements have taken place between them and the 
Imperialists, who have been quite unable hitherto to overcome 
them. Large bodics of troops, however, are being massed, and 
we shall probably hear of a more decisive engagement before 
long. An Imperial edict has disgraced several high officers 
for not preventing the irruption. The foreigu residents 
at Tientsin have formed themselves into a volunteer corps 
for the defence of the settlement, in case of emergency ; and 
the ramparts of the city are being put in order. As tho 
Imperialist forces are between Tientsin and Paou-ting, which 
is the rebel head-quarters, no immediate danger seems to 
threaten the former. It would be well however that somo 
further protection should be given to foreign residents there, 
besides the solitary gun-boat on which they now rely. In the 
meantime, the new outbreak is seriously affecting trade, as 
communications with the interior are cut off; and the Chinese, 
partly from panic, partly because there is no outlet for their 
goods, are shipping them away from Tientsin to Chefoo and 
Newchwang, and intend directing new shipments from hence 
to those ports. Nothing in this news affects the accuracy of 
our intelligence regarding the defcat, by Li, of the Shantung 
Nienfei. On the contrary, it fully confirms our previous in- 
formation. 

The Tientsin Arsenal is to be at the Hai-quang-sze, Tientsin! 
and Mr. Taylor, the engineer in charge, has made good progress 
with the works intended to be erected. Canton workmen are 
at present employcd making lance heads, after the English 
regulation pattern; said lances to ba used by the Chinese 
cavalry (about 500), at present drilling in ‘lieutsin under the 
command of Major Brown, assisted by two foreign drill instruc- 
tors of experience. The regular work of the arsenal, the 
making of large guns, will be commenced about the end of 
March, the machiucry in course of erection being nearly com- 
pleted. His Excellency Chung-H’ou pays frequent visits to tle 
works, and the Chinese take a great interest in the machinery.

HANKOW. 

A Hankow correspondont writes :—“ I am happy to be able to 
state that the reports circulated as to the losses that foreigners 
were likely to sustain through the suspension of the Haequan 
Bank were much exaggerated. The Tauotai, I am informed on 
good authority, told the Consuls that the total liabilities of the 
bank were tacls 90,000, of which tacls £0,000 were duc to the 
Government and a like sum to foreigners. Part of the latter 
amount will, I believe, berecovered from the persons who paid the 
orders into foreign hands. It appears that the bank was estab- 
lished by the late Viceroy, who granted a licence to fictitious 
persons, that the two late Taoutais, now in high office at Woo- 
chang, appropriated the profits of the establishment, and now 
that it has got into difficulties ignore all responsibility.’ We 
had heard the losses to foreigners fixed at 40,00 dols., which 
isless than the amount mentioned by our correspundent. Wo are 
glad to learn that Mr. T. T. Cooper had reached Chunking, on the 
Upper Yangtze, onthe] 3th February. This cityis near thecentre 
of Szechuen, and not far from the capital, Ching-tu, for which 
he was making. He has changod his intention of crossing the 
Snowy Mountains at Li-chiang, aud intends to attempt them 
one hundred and fifty miles further to the northward. This 
will take him into the southern portion of Thibct, and will not, 
we fear, lesscn the difficulty of his journey. A programme of 
the Spring Race Meeting has been publisked, comprising two 
days’ sport, with six events on cach day. An unusual number 
of Griffins are said to have been purchased for the occasion. 
An attempt has been made to rob the iron-work of the Ceme- 
tery. The Consular constable was wounded by the thieves, 
who escaped. 

A report of the case of John Mackellar, bankrupt, appears 
in the Zlankow Times of tho 7th March. Mr. Mackellar read 
out to the Court various correspondence showing that he had 
not contributed or approved of the reckless trading of the firm. 
No opposition being made to the grant of discharge, and no 
notice of appeal being filed, the Court ordered the issue of the 
discharge unconditioually, and in handing tho discharge to the 
bankrupt, Mr. Medhurst (the Consul) cxpressed himself as 
satisfied that Mr. Mackellar had entirely vindicated his character 
from the charges of reckless and irregular trading which had 
been brought against the firm generally. 

The following paragraph announces a curious literary 
“strike” at Hankow :—The Sheaw-kan candidates for the 
“little-go ”,of the B.A. degree, have beaten the district magis- 
trate of that place, and refuscd to sit at their examinations. 
This last is called pa cave, or the literary “strike,” by which 
the matriculating or graduating students cxpress from time to 
time their sense of disapprobation of some offending mandarin, 
, whose connection with their examination they thus indignantly 
resent. It appears that in addition to minor offences against 
the Confucian code, this blue-buttoned officer has been a kind 
of Bluebeard, having ill-treated his former wife and married 
another, more equal in rank and condition. He is of the 
military school, like the majority of the present holders of 
civil offices. Between such and the literary body there is per- 
petual feud and fight, in resentment of this usurpation of 
offices primarily the reward of litcrary excellence.

We are sorry to hear that tho Inspector General of Customs 
has ordered the discontinuance of the monthly returns of trado 
at the treaty ports. These have been much appreciated, and 
will bo much missed. It is not improbable, we hear, that 
quarterly returns will be substituted. 

From a rough calculation latcly made, it appears that tho 
import of Grey Shirtings from England and Hong Kong, taken 
from 6th December, 1867 (at which time the stock in Shanghai 
was reduced to a mere bagatelle), was about 1,380,500 pieces. 
The re-exports from 6th December, 1867 to 3rd March, 1868, 
were about 637,250 pieces, and the local deliveries about 
85,000, leaving an estimated stock in all hands on the 5th 
inst. of 658,250 picces. The above statistics include the esti- 
mated cargoes of the Magellun, Taitsing and Aurora Austrails, 
and are, of course, open to correction. It is believed that of 
the present stock the greater portion is in second hands, 

The leading topic of interest was the approach of the Nienfei 
to Ticntsin, which is noticed undcr that head. The North 
China Herald has the following items of news :—

ghai and resumed charge of his office. 

The entries for the Shanghai Derby clesed with thirty-four 
subscribers, or six less than last year. 

The Taotai has caused vaccinationu-halls to be opencd in the 
Tea Gardens, at which Chineso children are inoculated gratis on 
the afternoon of every third day. 

Prices for Griflins are certainly not on the decline, for at a 
recent sale one pony realised tls, 220, another tls. 125, a third 
tls. 110, whilst six or scven others were sold at prices ranging 
from tls. 60 to 100. 

The Bishop of Victoria has lately been visiting Ningpo and 
Hangchow, and is enthusiastic on the subject of missionary 
succcss in those neighbourhoods. He is anxious to get funds 
to build a church at Kwun-hoe-we, a city in the San-poh plain 
near Ningpo. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes :—“One good effect of the 
Mahommedan irruption has already been to start any amount 
of goods inland, va Chefoo, which would otherwise have gone 
from ‘Tientsin. By the way, has it ever come out from ‘What 
source the salary of the Chinese Embassy is to be paid? Is 
it true that, like everything else except lighthouses, itis to come 
out of tonnage ducs ?”

will materially affect the opium trade. It is confidently asserted 
by the Chinese of that not very important part of the empire 
that the Governor-General of Kwantung has, aided by the 
Consular authorities at Canton, obtained the permission of the 
Colonial Government to establish a Custom-house at British 
Kowloong, by way of enforcing the payment of duty on the 
opium which finds its way by this chaunel into China. 
It is further stated that his Excellency has promised 
his aid to the Chinese authoritics in the prevention of 
smuggling. We do not of course believe that any per- 
mission to establish a Chinese Custom-house in British 
Kowloong has been or will be granted by the Colonial Govern- 
ment. If the Chinese choose to establish fifty Custom-houses 
on the Chinese side of the boundary line we do not know of 
any regulations which will prevent their doing so. The only 
reason for attaching any importance to the rumour we have 
noticed is the very persistent manner in which the Chinese 
assert the truth of their version of the case. It is highly de- 
sirable that some authentic information on the subject should 
be forthcoming. 
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The same paper says:—“ It is with no small gratification j 


we record that amongst the various designs submitted for the 
Houg Kong Challenge Cup that which has been selected is the 
result of local enterprise.

The drawing has been photographed by Mr. Floyd, to avoid the 
danger of its being lost or spoilt. It is rumoured that some of 
the desigus to be presented to competition will be Chinese in 
character ; but of this we cannot speak positively.” 

The troop steamship Tumar arrived at Hong Kong on the 
12th March, with the lst battalion 10th Regiment from the 
Cape. There are altogether 27 officers and 652 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men, 64 women, 103 children, and five 
horses. ‘The following are the list of officers of the 10th 
Regiments on board :—Colonel Normane, C.B., Major Crow,

She brings also the following naval 
supernumerarics : Midshipman ‘Treftry, Navigating Midshipmen 
Rowton and Roach. Capt. Sweency, of the 32nd Regiment, 
being on leave, also made the passage up from Mauritius for the 
benefit of his health.

A special meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held on 
the 17th March to discuss the provisions of the Stamp Act, 
and for the purpose of suggesting such amendments as might be 
considered necessary. 

The Hon. P. Ryrie, who presided, proceeded to. explain the objects of 
the meeting. Every one knew, no doubt to their cost, the inequalities 
that had been found to exist in the present schedule attached to the ordi- 
nance. The Governor had become convinced of this, as experience was 
gained in the practical working of the ordinance, especially us to the im- 
perfect nature of the schedule, and accordingly had placed the matter in 
the hands of a commission, with the view of having it thoroughly revised 
and its imperfections sifted, as also with the idea of getting more 
generally the views of the mercantile community upon any altera- 
tion and amendments that might be considered desirable. A very 


material reduction was suggested by the commission on the pre- 
sent tax on bills of exchange, but that in order to make up any loss that 
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might thereby ensue to the required amount of revenue necessary to be 

raised, viz., 110,000 dollars, it had been thought advisable to make some 
additions to the present schedule in the items or documents to be taxed. 
These proposed additions he would now proceed to read. First, a small tax on 
average statement. Second,a small adhesive stamp to godown orders. Third, 

an impressed stamp of two cents on all bank cheques. Fourth, an adhe- 

sive some of say 10 cents on inward bills of Jading (several present said 
such a thing was quite unknown in any part of the world). Fifth, on 
treasure bills of lading to ports out of China the same stamp as upon bills 

of exchange. (Renewed Jaughter.) Sixth, on policies of insurance a 

tax of about 10 cents for every thousand. (Prolonged laughter. ) These were 

only the additions that had been proposed, in view of the reduction of the 

tax on bills of exchange, but if it was the opinion of the Chamber that 

the very large tax now imposed on bills should remain, well and good, but 

it had been very generally understood that this bad been found to be 

burdensome, especially in the case of those drawing for small amounts. 

The generally expressed feeling heretofore had certainly been that the 

present rate was most unequal, therefore a modification had been very 

thoroughly considered by the commission. 

Mr. Kayc then proposed, ‘* That the duty in the schedule on bills of 
exchange be allowed to stand as it is, but that all drafts on demand, irre- 
spective of amount, and bills of exchange otherwise drawn for sums not 
exceeding 500 dols., be subject to aduty of two or three cents only.” This 
resolution being carried by a majority of nine, Mr. Rowlett proposed the 
following, which was seconded by Mr. Macaulay and unanimously carried : 
—‘‘ That the only alteration which is desirable in the clause referring to 
bills of lading, is that the words ‘or acknowledgment of or for any goods 
or effects to be expected,” be omitted, and the opinion of this chamber is 
entirely against any stamp -on iaward bills of lading, or to an ad valorem 
stamp on bills of lading for treasure to ports out of China.” 

Section 16, relating to letters of hypothecation, was next brought 
under consideration. Mr. Delbanco said he thought it was useless to say 
much on this subject, and he thought the small amount of revenue that 
had already been collected under this head was argument sufficient in sup- 
port of the foliowing proposition :—‘‘ This meeting is of opinion that the 
present tax is too strong, and that even in the, interests of the revenue it 
ought to be reduced to $I per letter.” This resolution was also passed. 

A resolution was then passed recommending the entire abolition of duty 
upon bank notes as was also one to the effect ‘That .the Chamber think 
it ought to be conceded to the public to have documents stamped without 
tine for fourteen days after their date, as is done elsewhere.” 

The final resolution passed was as follows :—‘ That the revenue from 
stamps being sufficient for the requirements of the Government, it is un- 
desirable to impose taxes on any other documents than those mentioned 
in the present schedule ; should, however, the alterations suggested by the 
Chamber affect the revenue, a small tax, say 10 cents each, on policies of 
insurance would be the least objectionable.” Messrs. Helland, Duncan- 
son, Jackson, and Macaulay were then deputed by the Chamber to wait 
upon the Stamp Committee, with a view of furnishing them with any 
further information they may require on the reference to this meeting. 

A tabular statement was circulated at the meeting, showing the total 
amount of revenue derived from stamps from the opening of the Stamp- 
ottice to the 29th February. From this it appeared that $17,132 were 
from bills of exchange, $4,454 from bills of lading, $1,709 from charter 
parties, $1,240 from transfers, and $1,241 from letters of hypothecation, 
with other items, showing a total revenie of $40,322.80.

LABUAN. 


A private letter received from Labuan, and dated the 22nd 
February, gives the following information :— 

A grand fete and dejeuner, followed by an evening party, was 
given at the Government-house to commemorate the twenty- 
first anniversary of the colony. Europeans and natives sat side 
by side, without any distinction, and a number of local pri- 
soncrs had their senteuces remitted on account of the event. 
‘The 4th February was the day appointed for the marriage of 
his Excellency Governor J. Pope Hennessy with the orly 
daughter of Hugh Low, Esq., the Colonial Treasurer. After the 
breakfast, which took place at the house of the bride’s father, 
his Excellency the Governor and Mrs. Hennessy started in 
HLM.S. Severn for Brunner. His Excellency has made himself 
exceedingly popular, considering his short sojourn there, and is 
universally liked by all who know him. He has purchased the 
islands of Papyan, Burong, Usukan, and Kuranan. A paper has 
been started entitled the Labuan Gazette, but it is obliged to be 
printed in Singapore, which necessarily causes considerable <le- 
lay. Matters are still very unsettled at Coal Point, and the 
steamer Jfona is still under padlock at Singapore ; but the 
steamer Jtoyadist runs between Labuan and Singapore via Saia- 
wack. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. ; 
From this port we have advices to April 1; the Outward 
Mail of Feb. 26 was delivered on the previous day. The 
Straits Times Overland Jourwi of April 1 gives the following 
summary of news :— 
A telegraph to Penang has been projected and proposed to 
Government by a private firm here. The Government have the 
scherne under consideration. 
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'’ There have been three fires. The first was in Flint-street, 
in the godown of Messrs. Virgin and Co., ship-chandlers, on the 
night of the 22nd March. It was discovered early, and extin- 
guished before it had time to spread. Messrs. Virgin and Co's. 
stock, however, was all more or less damaged, but was covered 
in the Lancashire Fire Insurance Company for $12,000. An- 
other fire broke out at Sandy Point on the 25th March, and 
proved a most disastrous one. All the timber, and ship-build- 
ing yards {there, with a good number of native houses, were 
completcly destroyed. Fortunately, no lives are known to be 
lost, although two natives are reported missing. The loss of 
property has been estimated at $150,000. Messrs. Robertson 
and Milne, Ah Chong and Co., and the Patent Slip Dock Com- 
pany are the principal sufferers. Another fire broke out the 
same day in some native houses in Sirangoon-road,|but only one 
house was burnt, owing to the timely arrival of the fire-engine. 

A special criminal session was held by the Chief Justice on 
the 26th March to try over again the Navarino case, resulting 
after a two days’ sitting in the acquittal and discharge from 
custody of Captain James Young. 

The new treaty with the Rajah of Quedah, rectifying his 
frontier with province Wellesley, is reported to have been rati- 
fied on the 21st March, but its text has not been published. 

The sentence of death on the convicts belonging to the Toh- 
Peh-Kong Society in Penang has been commuted into transpor- 
tation for seven years. 

The half-yearly general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Tanjong Pagar Dock Company (Limited) was held on the 19th 
March, when the directors’ report was approved, accounts passed, 
and a further issue of $150,000 debenture bonds, at 10 per 
cent. interest, and redeemable in three years, was sanctioned. 

The Quarterly Criminal Sessions will be opened on the 9th 
April. Immediately after, the powder hulk question will be 
submitted for legal decision. Notices of two actions have been 
given to the owners of the sunk hulk, the Princess Royal, and 
to the owners of the Statesman, and counsel have been retained 
on both sides. 

The British steamer Agamemnon, Captain Middleton, from 
Liverpool with dates to the 17th January, having called at the 
Mauritius and Penang, arrived at Tanjong Paggar on the 27th 
March. She brought 1,678 tons of cargo for Hong Kong, and 
753 packages [merchandise for Singapore. We are informed 
that the Dutch steamer Prins von Orange has been sold for the 
sum of $25,000 to an enterprising Chinese firm here, owners of 
the Fair Malacca, who intend running her between this port and 
Penang. 











THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 


The Chamber of Commerce, after due consideration of a 
communication from the chairman of the London Straits 
Association inviting their co-operation, resolved that it was 
beyond their sphere, as a body, to be concerned in any political 
action. A public meeting was however called on the 28th of 
March, and a similar association called the “ Straits Settlements 
Association” has been formed for the purpose of corresponding 
with, and supporting, the Home society. 

The meeting above alluded to was held in the Exchange 
Rooms and was presided over by A. T. Carmichael, Esq. The 
following resolutions were passed :— 

1. That an association be formed to co-operate with the Straits Settle- 


ments Association in London in the objects set forth in the minutes of 


their proceedings at a meeting held in London on the 31st January, 1868. 

2. That the inhabitants of Penang and Malacca be invited to form 
branch associations, with the object of acting in concert with that of Sin- 
gapore. 2 

3. That the association shall consist of all those now present and of such 
other gentlemen interested in the prosperity of the Settlement who may 
desire to join. 

4. That the Association should act through a chairman and deputy- 
chairman, with a committee of seven members, and: that four members 
of the committee, together with the chairman op deputy-chairman, shall 
form a quorum. 

5 That the committee shall have power to fill up vacancies in their 
body, subject to the approval of the first general meeting thereafter. 

6. That a subscription of five dollars shall be paid to cover preliminary 
and current expenses, and a further subscription when necessary, as called 
for by the committee. 


These resolutions having been passed unanimously, the elec-

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YorKoHAMA.— The business of the fortnight had shown no improve- 
ment whatever ; a dull, dragging market, with scarcely any inquiry, had 
caused a further fallin prices. Grey Shirtings were difficult of sale at 
reduced quotations, and Yarn, even at extremely low rates, met with 
but little inquiry. Black Velvets and Blankets continued in some de- 
mand, but at easier rates. All other goods were unsaleatle. The quota- 
tions were :—G. E. Grey Shirtings: 7 Ibs. 384 yds. 39 in., $2.40 to 2.50 
per piece ; 8 Ibs.

Cotton Yarn : Nos. 16 to 24, $40 to 41 per picul; 28 to 
32, $47 to 50; 38 to 42, $40 to 42. 
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SuHancnat.—Just after the departure of last mail advices were received 
from Tientsin of the approach of a large body of rebels, establishing a 
panic among the natives; this intellizence quite paralised the market, and 
caused a marked decline in the value of 8} lb. Grey Shirtings, which at 
one time could not have been sold at higher than tls. 2.1.1 to 2.1.6 per 
piece. Subsequent accounts having proved more favourable, a strony re- 
action had taken place, and the value of the above goods had advanced to 
tls. 2.1.6 to 2.2.8 per piece ; 7 Ibs. had remained steady at last mails’ quota- 
tions. The firmness of holders had been strengthened by the favourable 
nature of the latest telegrams from England. White Shirtings had met 
with fair enquiry. T-Cioths, principally best makes, of 7 Ibs. weight, had 
been wanted at former rates, Fancy goods had been sparingly dealt in. 
Woollens: Spanish Stripes, Medium, Broad and Habit Cloths, had con- 
tinued neglected. Camlets had been in very little enquiry. Long Eils had 
been bartered toa fair extent against produce. Lastingshad not been wanted. 
Metals.—Flat and Round Iron had been neglected. For Nail Rod the de- 
andhad been slack, and prices had weakened. Hoop and Pig had been 
very depressed. Lead in good demand. Tin Plates, Steel, and Quick- 
silver have been dullof sale. Coals. —The market had remained unaltered 
for Cardiff Coals, part cargoes of which, via Hamburg and via London, 
had been suld at 10.7.5 to 11 taels per ton. Enulish and North 
Wales without demand; sales of the latter kind had been mada at 10.5 
tacls per ton from ship, Anthracite sold to arrive at 12.7.5 taels.  Aus- 
tralian: Sydney kinds in tair demand. — Arrivals from Neweastle without 
transactions. Japan: Sales of the very best kinds at 7.9 taels per ton from 
ship. Formosa without arrivals. Arrivals: 2,986 tons from Great Britain, 
1,422 tons from Australia, and 1,340 tons from Japan; in all 5,748. 

Hone Kono.—Demand fairly active, but values only slightly im- 
proved, the large stock militating against any marked or rapid advance.

CUINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YoKoHAMA.—The market had been rather brisk, and operations had 
been on a larger seale than usual; as much as 2,090 piculs had been set- 
tled, including a portion of the shipments per P.M.S.S. Co.'s steamer 
China for San Francisco. The whole of these settlements had becn made 
for the American market, and. despite of the discouraging advices from 
the home side, prices had ruled steadily as last quoted, and the market closed 
firm. Arrivals not having b een very large, stocks were computed to be not 
more than 3,000 piculs, corysisting principally of medium and good medium 
grades, common and finest leaf being scarce. The quotations were ;— 
Common, $17 per picul:; Good Common, 2.18 to 22 per picul ; Medium, 
$22 to 25 per picul; Good Medium, 425 to 28 per picul; Fine, £29 to 
31 per picul; Finest, 232 to 35 per picul; Choice, 36 to 44 per picul. 

_ SuancHat.—Black: Transactions since the departure of the last Eng- 
lish mail had been ¢quite unimportant, and no new feature had presented 
itself in the marke’, Supplies had been very trivial, and the stock was 
slightly reduced. The purchases consist of six small chops of Ningchow 
and one of Hohow. Prices show no quotable alteration, but they were 
perhaps a shade weaker. Scttlements for the fortnight, 1.350 chests; re- 
shipment on owners’ account, nil; stock, 15 chops, or 2,800 packages. 
Quotations, duty paid, exchange fur credits, at 5s. 94d. per tael, 
and freight at £3 per ton. Common Hohow, 1s. 04d.; common to 
fair Ningclaow, Is. 14d. to 1s. 34d. Green: A small business had been 
transactec,, principally on American account. Prices of common des- 
criptions, were a little easier, but one or two chops of better quality had 
been ta'zen at very full rates. Shanghai-packed tea had been bought at 
28} ta’els to 80}, and Fychow and Moyune at 30 taels to 424. The stock 
was rather reduced, and supplies for this scason had nearly tinished. The 
range of price was many taels over what it was at the fall of last year. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 4,950 half-chests, Reshipments on owners’ 
account, nil. Stock, 9 chops, or 3,6GV0 packages. 

CanTon.—There is no change to advise, only a few trifling settlements 
of Canton-made Teas having taken place at about former rates. Some 
small quantities of the new season’s leaf are reported to have been taken 
in the country for native consumption at an advance of 2 tacls over last 
year’s prices. Little idea, however, can be formed of what the opening 
rates will be for the coming season. Settlements are reported as under : 
—Canton District Congou, 430 half-chests at 18 taels; Scented Orange 
Pekoe. 2.200 boxes at tarls 14.50 to 18; Scented Caper, 1,000 boxes at 
Tj.75 taels; Canton Gunpowder, 300 boxes at 18 tacls. 

SILK, 

YoRouAMa,—A steady business continucd, and the demand for finer 
forts had kept prices firm. In medium and inferior kinds we notice a 
weakness, these being in less request ; but we have no sufficient reason for 
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changing our last quotations. A noticeable feature had been the free supply 
of Oshius, which had corresponded with the demand for this class of silk. 
Nearly half of both arrivals and settlements had been from the Oshiu districts. 
Settlements are difficult to compute, quite half of the silk submitted for in- 
spection having been rejected. They may safely, however, be figured at 
400 piculs. Arrivals were about the same, so that stocks remain as last 
quoted—500 piculs. The quotations (laid down in London at exchange 
4s. 31d.) were:—Mybash and Sinshu: Extra, 36s. 1d.; best, 32s. 4d. to 
B4s. 2d. ; medium, 30s. 4d. to 3ls. J0d.; inferior, 258. 10d. to 29s. 7d. 
Oshu: Best, 32s. 4d. to 33s. 5d. ; medium, 263. 10d. to 293. 7d. ; inferior, 
938. 1d. to 25s. 10d. Koshu: Best, 28s. 5d. to 303. 4d. ; medium, 25s. 10d, 
to 27s. Sd.; inferior, 23s. 1d. to 25s. Sodai: Best, none; medium, 25s. 10d. 
to 27s. 8d. : inferior, 22s. 8d. to 253. Achezan: Best, 26s. 2d. to 278. 4d. 
medium, 22s. 8d. to 24s. 7d.; inferior, 17s. to 20s. 10d. 

SHancHat—Mr Holdsworth’s Circular datedj17th March is as follows : 
—‘' The latest dates received from England since my last Silk circular 
are by letters to the 26th January, and vi telegrams via Kiachta to the 
18th February, the latter reporting more favourably of the home market, 
and quoting higher prices for all classes of China Silks. The business 
transacted during the past fortnight has again been limited, the 
settlements being estimated at about 70 bales, inclusive of .150 bales 
settled at the close of last mail, and exported by that steamer. The small 
purchases made for the previous interval, coupled with a general determi- 
nation evinced by foreigners to neglect the Silk market early in the pre- 
sent fortnight, caused the holders of Silk to become anxious to realise, 
and a decline in prices asked by the natives was the result. Since the 
arrival of the above-mentioned telegrams, however, the Chinamen have 
er.deavoured to advance their rates, but such advance has not been ac- 
cepted by the foreigners, who have continued their purchases at quotations 
showing a slight decline on rates paid at the close of last mail for common 
Tsatlees and Taysaams; but Hainings, Yuenfas and other kinds must be 
quoted unchanged. A few parcels of Re-reeled Tsatlees and Hainings have 
been sold at 580 to 600 taels, and these are the quotations asked for the 
few lots remaining on offer. The unsold stock, owing to the arrivals being 
on the same scale as the settlements, remain unchanged, and, as usual at this 
late period ot the season, consists chiefly of undesirable and common silks. 
About 200 bales of Szechuen silk (chiefly common) have arrived from 
Hankow, and found buyers at 230 to 245 taels per picul.”. The quotations 
(all charges paid to England at exchange 53. 10d. per tael) were :— 
'Tsatlee, No. 3, 288. Id. to 28s. 8d. per lb; Taysaam, No. 2, 20s. 6d. to 
Qls.

Canton.—No change has taken place in the market during the inter- 
val. Holders have, perhaps, shown a greater desire to dispose of their 
stocks, owing, probably, to the anticipations of a large first crop of new 
silk, the weather having been very favourable for the worms, which, com- 
bined with an unusually large supply of egys, seem to promise a Jarge 
yield, but it is yet too early to offer a decided opinion. The settlements 
reported have all, or nearly all, been made for the French market. Buyers 
for Amcrica do not evince any desire to operate, unless at a material 
reduction from present rates. We give the settlements as follows :— 
Tsatlee, No. 1, 130 bales, at #510 to 520; Do., No. 2, no sales, $500 ; 
Loongkong, 40 bales, at $530; Rereeled Cumchook, 30 bales, at $530.

NAVAL AND MILITARY.

The Avon, recently commissioned for China, is one of the new class 
of gunboats built of wood on an iron frame, with twin screws of 120 
collective horse power. She is 464 tons burden, and carries 4 guns, 
viz., 2 20-pounder Armstrongs as bow and stern chasers, 1 64-pounder 
shunt gun, and 1 6} ton rifled gun, besides a 24-pounder rocket ; and 
the crew are armed with Snider rifles. She is intended for the sup- 
pression of piracy in the China seas. Her crew consists of 70 men, 
and the following are the names of the officers :—Commander, G. D. 
Fitzroy ; lieutenant, John Hope; master, F. Williams; assistant-sur- 
geon, J. Shawood; paymaster, M. Mooney; engineers, Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Shawyer, and Mr. Grant; gunner, |Mr. Nightingale. The lieutenant, 
Mr. Hope, has seen a good deal of service in New Zcaland. 

The Meeance linc-of-battle ship, fitted out as a hospital ship for ser- 
vice at Hong Kong, arrived at Spithead on the 3rd inst. from the Nore, 
on her way down Channel, in tow of the Medusa. The Meeanee has 
been ashore somewhere off Margate, and had to slip one of her anchors 
and a quantity of cable. The fault of getting the ship ashore is said 
to lie entirely with the Medusa, which had the line-of-battle ship in 
tow at the time, and two of her officers are under arrest in consequence. 
The Mceance remains for the present anchored at Spithead. 

On the 28th ult. an application was made in the Admiralty Court on 
behalf of Commander Morant and the officers and crew of Her Ma- 
jesty’s gunboat Grasshopper. It appeared that in a series of captures, 
commencing on the 19th day of November, 1865, twenty piratical 
vessels in the China seas had becn seized by the plaintiffs, and that the 
estimated number of the crews of the piratical vessels was 483. The 
Court decreed for the capture, and pronounced for the estimated num- 
ber of men. The Queen’s Advocate appeared for the captors.

THE VOTE FOR CONSULAR BUILDINGS IN CHINA 
AND JAPAN. 

THE sum required for Legations and Consular buildings in 
China and Japan was not obtained without a sharp debate. Every 
year, as soon as the Estimates are issued, they are fastened on by 
quite a little army of economy-nmongers, who show a wonderful 
degree of perseverance in their determination to cut down every 
vote that they can’t quite understand. They generally seiect 
for their attack some item to be expended at a distance from 
home—the greater the distance, they probably argue, the fewer 
defendera it will have. Last year it was the order for new 
gunboats for service in China that arouscd the outcry ; this 
year it is the cost of properly housing our representatives in 
China and Japan. The amount now asked for was £59,520, 
boing the final vote to complete a total of £179,000, which 
however included a large sum for the Embnassy-house at Con- 
stantinople ; out of the remainder, £50,000 was required for 
the Supreme Court in Shanghai, £15,000 for the new buildings 
in Japan, and there were smaller sums set down against Canton, 
Fouchow, Ningpo, Tientsin, &c. One clever financial reformer 
proposed to strike out entirely the vote for Japan. He could 
give no valid reason for the proposition, but seems to have 
thought that Japan must be of the least importance, as it was 
the most distant of the countries under consideration. Another 
did not see the utility of having Consulates at all, at the 
smaller ports, where but few British subjects resided. Lord 
StaNnuey crushed these petty objections by showing that our 
treaties oblige us to maintain Consular establishments at all 
the open ports ; that if we,did not erect suitable buildings, we 
had to pay heavy rents, for (in most cases) very unsuitable 
ones ; that the Supreme Court was a new and necessary insti- 
tution, and must be provided for; and that at present there 
were constant complaints of insufficient accommodation. This 
last fact we are by no means surprised to hear. At many of 
the minor ports the Consular establishments have long been 
wretchedly housed. At Nagasaki, for instance, some years passed 
before our Consul had anything better than a small temple, 
which certainly had an imposing-looking high-pitched roof, as 
seen from without, but within was a mere hut. Something 
better than this is not only requisite for the comfort of the in- 
mates and the convenience of the public, but is necessary to 
the dignity of the Consular flag. 








TE following Consular appointments for the’ North German 
Confederation have been announced :—Mr. Paun Lessuer for 
Bangkok, Mr. Baver for Batavia, and Mr. L. von ABERCRONE 
for Macassar. The Consulates of all the States that have been 
incorporated with the North German Confederation are now 
abolished, with the exception of those of Mecklenburg, which 
will exist until the 1st of April, 1869. 


_ Ir is' rumoured that Mr. Pope Hennessy, the present Go- 
vernor of Labuan, is likely to be appointed to succeed Sir 
Dominick Daty, the late Governor of South Australis. We 
trust there is no truth in the report, for Mr. Hennessy has 
only just made his debut as a colonial governor, and it is hardly 
fair to remove him from the seat of his first appointment the 
moment he has settled down in it. Besides, it would be a great 
injustice to colonial governors of longer standing. 


Ir is stated that the Messageries Imperiales Company is 
about to raise additional capital, “ for the development of a 
supplementary service in the Indo-Chinese seas,” 
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CEYLON AFFAIRS AGAIN. 

Tnere has been another debate in the House of Cc mmons 
on Ceylon affairs. This timeit originated from a moticn made 
by Mr. Watkin for a select committee to inquire into the con- 
dition of the colony. The hon. member made out an e ccellent 
case, and supported his arguments by reading a letter f-om Sir 
Jon ELPHINSTONE, urging the necessity of a revision of taxa- 
tion, quoting also similar opinions expressed by Sir E wersoy 
TENNANT and Sir Hercotes Ropinson. Mr. ADDERLEY'3 reply 
was nothing more than a rechauffé of his last speech on the 
same ‘subject, evading some of the points at issue, and wil- 
fully misconstruing others, for which he was taken to ask in 
pretty round terms by Mr. Gorsr. Colonel Syxes peri inently 
asked the Unper-Secretary for the CoLontEs how he cc.uld ex- 
pect any body of Englishmen tosubmit to a system of gove rnment 
which allowed them no voice in the expenditure of thvir own 
money, and Mr. CHILDER ssaid that really it was almos‘; hope- 
less to discuss any colonial question in the present stati: of the 
House, alluding to the unpardonable! apathy exhibited on all 
occasions when colonial matters are brought forward. The 
truth of his assertion was promptly verified. Mr. Wartrr 
would perhaps have got his select committee—for of ihe few 
members present, the majority probably were quite careless 
which way they voted—but in the general indifference some 
misapprehension took place, and the opportunity of clividing 
waslost, Mr. WaTKIN actually saying “aye” to the cuestion 
that involved the rejection of his own proposal! Truly, it does 
at present seem quite hopeless to obtain a fair hearing for the 
colonies. Nevertheless, we are glad to hear that Mr. Watkin 
does not intend to be thus extinguished, but will bring the 
subject forward in another shape on the firat opportunity. 








DIPLOMATIC ESTABLISHMENTS IN THE FAR EAST. 

The vote to be proposed this year for the establishments in China, 
Japan, and Siam amounts to £117,615, an increase of £16,632 over 
last year's vote. About £15,000 may be expected to be repaid by the 
fees and receipts from rent at the Consular ports. In China the Envoy 
receives £6,000 a year, and his suite £3,800 ; and there are 17 Consuls 
or Vice-Consuls, £16,450 being voted for them, besides £2,600 for 
special ortemporary allowances. The vote for interpreters and assis- 
tants is £18,900. In Japan the Envoy receives £4,000 8 year, and his 
suite £3,400, and there are seven Consuls or Vice-Consuls, for whom 
£5,800 will be voted, and £4,200 for interpreters and aasistants. The 
Congular list for Japan is increased this year by the addition ofs 
Consul at Hiogo and at Neegata, and a Vice-Consul at Yedo and at 
Osaka. The vote for the Supreme Court for China and Japan amounts 
to £7,622. In Siam we provide for a Consul with £1,200 a year, his 
suite receiving £2,050. The entire vote for salaries and allowances to 
our other Consuls and Vice-Consuls abroad, including the allowance 
for Chapels and Chaplains, amounts this year to £170,378, but about 
£17,000 will be repaid by fees. The ordinary salaries and allowances 
and pensions of the diplomatic body are charged upon the Consolidated 
Fond, and always reach substantially to the extreme limit—viz, 
£180,000, the Act of 1832 directing that no larger sam than £180,000 
shall be charged in any one year. 








We have just inspected a curious piece of machinery constructed 
here for the purpose of supplying water to the palace of the King of 
Siam. The palace it seems, is situated at such a height above the 
river, and euch a distance from it, as to necessitate some special device 
to procure a continuous and sufficient supply ; and it was thought that 
this might be accomplished without erecting a regular ‘‘water- 
works” with steam power. The problem was submitted to Mesars. 
S. Owens and Co., hydraulic engineers, of Whitefriara, and as far as 
we can judge they have solved it most satisfactorily, by means of an 
apparatus that will utilise the current of the river, to raise 
its own water to a height of about 150 feet. It is, in fact, 
a sort of floating watermill. The external appearance is 
somewhat that of a steam-barge, with a pair of gigantic 
paddlewheels — gigantic, that is, in regard to the size of the 
vessel, which does not exceed that ofa large ship’s long-boat. it is 
constructed entirely of iron; sharp at both ends, and intended to be 
moored ‘‘ stem and stern ” by four anchors, in the middle of the stream. 
The space that, in a steamer, would be filled by the engines, is occn- 
pied by a powerful pumping apparatus. The paddlewheels, instead of 
being driven by any internal power, will be carried swiftly round by 
the current (which is very strong), and keep the pumps in motion; 
and the power thus gained will be sufficient to raise a continuous stream 
of water to a height of 150 feet, and force it through some five miles 
of pipes, to the place where it is required for use. The idea is most 
ingenious; we had almost come to the belief that nothing was to be 
done without steam, and it is quite refreshing to find that so much may 
be accomplished by a clever management of water-power. The machine 
is now complete, and a successful trial of its capabilities having been 
made on the Thames, will be promptly shipped for its destination. 4

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THE HONG 
THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


The interview of the deputation from the Hong Kong Asso- 
ciation of London with the Duke of Bockinanam, Her Majesty’s 


Secretary of State for the Colonies, took place at the Colonial- 
office at noon on Saturday, the 2nd inst. 


Stuart, W. H. Vacher, Thos. Sutherland, E. J. Halton, E. Gilman, 


Douglas Lapraik, and George Duddell, Honorary Secretary of the 


Association. Several gentlemen were prevented from attending. 


The deputation, on being introduced by Mr. Matheson, was 


very graciously received. Mr. White recounted the general 


features of the memorial, and showed the injustice of the heavy 
taxation to which the residents were subjected. Mr. Suther- 
land followed, and gave a very intelligible and elaborate account 


of the colony and its condition, and having only recently re- 
turned from there his statements were of great value. 
Duke asked several questions by way of ascertaining the views 
of the deputation, and to guide him in dealing with the memo- 


rial, the most notable being, whether the colonists were prepared 
to forego the European garrison if the military contribution of 
£20,000 per annum were cancelled ; the answer being, that it 


was believed the colonists would be quite prepared to forego it. 
The interview lasted about an hour, and the Duke expressed 
his satisfaction, and promised early attention to the memorial. 


The following is the text of the Ictter addressod by Mr. 
White to his Grace on behalf of the committee :— 


' “The Hong Kong Association of London, 
: “2, Cowper’s-court, Cornhill, 
“London, E.C., April 4, 1868. 

“My Lord Dake,—As chairman of a meeting recently held in the City 
of London for the purpose of considering the condition of the colony of 
Hong Kong, and convened and attended by a large number of merchants 
and others interested in that colony, I have been requested to solicit from 
your Grace an interview, for the purpose of laying before you certain facts 
connected with the present position of the colony, which are of very grave 
and serious import. 

“ The circamstances to which [ refer have given rise to so much appre- 
hension and dissatisfaction in Hong Kong that an association has been 
formed, under the title of the ‘ Hong Kong Association for Promoting the 
Interests of the Colony,’ and a petition has been drawn up for presenta- 
tion to the House of Commons, representing the grievances under which 
the colony is now suffering. A copy of that petition accompanies this 
letter, and my object in now addressing you is to direct your attention 
shortly to the circumstances which are more fally detailed in the petition 
I have referred to, and to seek this interview before the petition is pre- 
sented, in order to put your Grace in possession of the views entertained 
by the principal persons interested in the subject. 

“ The immediate grievance of which the petitioners complain, and which 
we would submit to your Grace, is the imposition in the year 1863, for a 
period of five years, of a tax upon the colony, by way of contribution 
towards the establishments for military defence in China, amounting to 
£20,000 per annum. ’ 

“Tt will be seen from the correspondence which took place between the 
late Secretary of State of the Colonies, and the then Governor, Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, in the year 1863, that that tax was imposed under the 
impression that the colony was in flourishing circumstances, and possessed 
of revenues which would yield an average surplus over expenditure of 
from £30,000 to £40,000 per annum. These estimates were pointed out 
at the time by the governor tc be fallacious, and the result of the interven- 
ing experience has shown that the revenues of the colony are barely suffi- 
cient to meet the expenditure, exclusive of the military contribution re- 
ferred to, and it is now a question of imposing new taxes, in order to 
maintain the balance of receipt and expenditure. 

‘In the meantime the injury done to the colony by taxing it beyond 
its means, and by the apprehension of still further taxation, has been 
found to be very prejudicial to its interests, and there is great reason to 
apprehend a withdrawal of many of the Chinese inhabitants as well as the 
merchants who had establishments in the island. 

“ But upon referring to the correspondeuce farther it will be seen that 
it was not alone on the ground of the inadequacy of the revenues of 
Hong Kong to support the military contribution that objection was urged 
against it. The attention of the late Secretary for the Colonies was also 
pointed to the circumstance that the troops for the maintenance of which 
this tax was imposed were not necessary for the purposes of the defence 
of Hong Kong, but for the general object of protecting British interests 
in China. 

“Tt was urged upon the Colonial Secretary by the Governor that the 
troops in Hong Kong were sent out ‘because England's share in the 
foreign trade was estimated at over thirty millions sterling, because that 
trade was mostly carried on in British vessels from the open ports in China, 
at each of which England had British settlements and British subjects, and 
because the presence of a small body of troops, somewhere nearer China 
than India, had an effect in averting difficulties, while they formed a base 
of operations if misunderstandings should arise.’ 

“Ta the year 1817 a Committee of tha House of Commons reported, in 
‘ reference to Houg Kong, “ that it was not right that the burden of main- 
taining this, which was rather a post for general influence, and a protection 
of the general trade in the China seas, than a colony, in the ordinary 
sense, should be thrown in any degree upon the merchants or other persons 
who might be resident upon it.’ 
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‘The deputation, 
which was introduced by Alex. Matheson, Esq., M.P., consisted 
of the following gentlemen :—Mr. Jas. White, M.P.,C. J. F.

In like manner the committee of the 
House of Commons, which sat upon the question of military defences in 


=== 
the colonies in 1860, included Hong Kong by implication among those 
military posts in which garrisons were maintained for objects altogether 
independent of, and distinct from, the defence of the particular countries 
in which they were situate, and the committce expressed their opinion that, 
‘as these garrisons were maintained without reference to the wants and 
wishes of the inhabitants, they should be dealt with exceptionally, and 
not be included in any general scheme of colonial contribution.’ 

“ Again in 1861, the Select Committee of the House of Commons on 
Colonial and Military Expenditure, included Hong Kong ‘in the class of 
military garrisons, naval stations, convict depots, maintained chietly for 
objects of Imperial policy, the responsibility and main cost of the defence 
of which properly devolved on the Imperial Parliament.’ 

** But, beyond the circumstance already referred to, I am desired to 
point out to your Grace that the general expenditure undertaken by the 
Government in Hong Kong, and for which taxes have been raised, has 
been on a scale which involves an inordinate barthen upon the revenues of 
the colony, independent of that which is especially in question. The Go- 
vernment has thought fit to establish there a Mint, at a cost of between 
£60,000 and £70,000, with a view, in a great measure, of saving money 
Jost in exchange by the Imperial Government. Although this was Sir 
Hercules Robinson's object, he stated in his letter of April 12, 1864, ‘that 
he would never have recommended the establishment of a Mint at the ex- 
pense of the colony if he had known that a military contribution of £20,000 
a year was to be imposed,’ and he urged, when his objection to the mili- 
tary contribntion had been unsuccessful, that the sum necessary for the 
outlay should be considered as a payment in advance towards the military 
contribution. Unfortunately for the interest of the colony, this sugges- 
tion did not meet with favour. 

“Tn the meantime a necessity for increased internal expenditure has 
arisen in the colony, especially in maintaining and supporting the quays 
which skirt the harbour for more than two miles, and which have been 
destroyed in a great measure by typhoons. It has been found necessary 
in order to meet this general expenditure, to impose taxes in the nature of 
stamp duties, which are very distasteful to the community in Hong Kong, 
and the whole Imperial arrangements in cunnection with the colony are 
producing apprehension and uncertainty on the part of the Chinese com- 
munity and the mercantile interests, which endanger the commercial exist- 
ence of the colony. 

* The circumstances connected with these matters are stated at length 
in the petition and correspondence appended to it, which accompany this 
letter, and I do not, therefore, propose to trouble your Grace on this occa- 
sion with further details. My purpose in making this communication is 
limited to the object of directing your Grace's attention to the subject, 
and to the solicitation of an interview, at which a deputation from the 
parties resident here, who are interested in the trade and commerce of the 





colony, may be permitted to confer with your Grace, and to point out the 
objections which exist in their minds to the policy of the measures in cun- 
nection with the management of the colony. 


“T enclose your Grace the petition and extracted correspondence in a 
printed fourm for your greater convenience in perusal, and [ will request 


your Grace to name as early a day a3 possible for an interview.

THE LATEST FROM JAPAN. 
The Pall Mall Gazette remarks that ‘‘the mission to Japan will soon 


come to be considered the most unenviable in tbe whole diplomatic 
service, 
has been attacked on returning from a visit to the Mikado and several 
of his escort wounded. This is the third time within six years that 
the British mission has been visited with these proofs of hostility, to 
say nothing of the assassination of Mr. Richardson, Major Baldwin, 


According to a telegram from Hong Kong, Sir Harry Parkes 


and Lieutenant Bird. We can scarcely venture to hope that our re- 
lations with the Japanese have improved by the lapse of time. It is 
not yet ten years ago since Lord Elgin obtained the treaty which 
opened Japan to British commerce, and since then our vesscls have 
been fired upon, and our countrymen assailed or murdered. The 
Americans seem to have established a better understanding with the 
people. They have not only been well treated, but they even managed 
to get rid of a few odd useless vessels to the Japanese at highly 
favourable prices. It ig true that the Japanese repented of their bar- 
gain, and tried to get their moncy back, but this was only an interest- 
ing proof of their inexperience in dealing with civilised nations. The 
purchasers of the far-famed wooden hams and nutmegs of Connecticut 
are not reported to have applied for the return of their money, and the 
Japanese will know better another time. The Americans preceded us 
in Japan, and that may be ene reason why they are the favourites. 
Bat in China aleq,it was. the American Minister who was chosen 
for the post of special envoy from the Emperor. America has no 
Eastern possessions, and therefore nothing to excite the jealousy of 
Eastern Powers. This is the great cause of the favour in which Ameri- 
cans are held. The telegram does not make mention of any injury to 
Sir Harry Parkes, and we may therefore hope that he will not be 
obliged to relinquish a post which seems to be attended with more 
danger than honour.” 





Mr. D. K. Mason, having returned to this country from 
Bangkok, has resumed the post of Siamese Consul in London, 
and his appointment has been officially recognised in the Gazette. 
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Social Life of the Chinese; a Daguerreotype of Daily Life in 
China. London: Sampson, Low, and Co.—To those of our 
readers who read the China Afaw during the years 1861-64, 
the contents of this volume will not be entirely new. During 
those years the Rev. Justus Doolittle, a zealous and painstaking 
missionary, who during a residence of upwards of a dozen years 
in Foochow had acquired a deep insight into what we may 
term the inuver life of the Chinese, contributed the results 
of this observations to that paper, in which they appeared 
from time to time under the heading of “ Jottings About 
the Chinese.” These jottings, with others not then pub- 
lished, have now been collected, re-arranged, and edited 
by the Rev. Laxton Hood, and in this form may be 
justly described as tho most complete and readable book 
on Chinese life and character that has yet appeared. Works 
on China by ordinary travellers ara necessarily superfi- 
cial in their character ; merchants are too much absorbed in 
their proper avocations to have opportunities of gathering any 
great store of knowledge ; the books of diplomatists are gene- 
rally crochetty and argumentative ; mere sinologucs are more 
pedantic than entertaining. Missionaries, from their opportu- 
nities of travel in the interior, and their more intimate relations 
with the natives, ought,as a rule, to be best of all qualified to 
furnish information regarding their domestic life; yet the 
writings of most missionaries have a peculiar colouring, and a 
want of breadth that makcs them tedious to the general 
reader. Mr. Doolittle is not one of this class. He takes you, 
as it were, into Chinese society with him, and mukes you feel 
quite at home there. All the details of their social lifo—their 
amusements, ceremonics, beliefs and superstitions—are not only 
graphically described, but ably explained and commented on. 
Theological subjects and missionary statistics do not obtrude 
themselves throughout, but two short chapters are devoted to 
them towards the end of the volume. There are few allusions 
to either the history, geography, or ethnology of China, and 
these topics having been often treated of by previous writers 
with more or less abstruseness, we do not miss them in a work 
devoted specially to domestic and social matters. The text— 
which is slightly abridged but scarcely at all altered from the 
original of Mr. Doolittle, is diversified by explanatory notes 
and bya profusion of well-exccuted woodcuts. Altogether it 
must be acknowledged that Mr. Hood has done good service in 
editing these papers; they are far too valuable merely to ap- 
pear in a local journal, and then become lost to the reading 
public. The external appearance of the volume is very at- 
tractive and tasteful—thoroughly characteristic without being 
grotesque. 

Russian Works [Relating to China. — Amongst the works 
presented to the Imperial Geographical Society of Saint Peters- 
burg at a recent mecting were :—A Dictionary of the Chinese 
and Russian Languages, by Professor Wassilicff, author of the 
Manchon-Russian Dictionary ; and a manuscript map of the 
Russo-Chinese fronticr in the cighteenth century, presented by 
M. Korsakoff, Governor-General of Eastern Siberia. 

The authorities of the British Museum, we hear, are treating for the 
purchase of the large Japanese library of the late Mr. Von Siebold. 
The latter gentleman was long resident in Japan, and possessed the 
privilege, rarely accorded to foreigners,’ of collecting books in that 
country. During his lifetime he made a cession of a number of books 
to the Dutch Government. His remaining library consists of several 
thousand volumes, exclusively in Japanese, on literary, scientific and 
historical subjects, of which a French and English catalogue is being 
compiled, under the care of M. Fotheringham, Professor of the Uni- 
versity of France, assisted by a learncd Japanese, who has accom- 
panied Mr. Von Siebold, jun., to Europe. This catalogue when com- 


pleted will afford a key to the hitherto little known subject of Japanese 
literature. 





Ir is announced that the South Italian Railway Company has 
undertaken to establish a first-class hotel at Brindisi. This will 
obviate one of the principal objections brought against the 
adoption of the Brindisi route by travellers proceeding east- 
ward. The correspondence opened upon this subject in the 
English newspapers is operating beneficially upon public opinion 
in Italy, and there seems to be every probability that the ques- 
tion, onge set on foot, will not be suffered to rest until it be 
completely solved. 





THE Gazette notifies that the QuexN has been pleased to 
approve of M. Bosman as Consul at Hong Kong and District 
for his Majesty the King of the NwrHeRLANDs.

The Faster holidays have caused no perceptible interruption of busineas, 
and certainly had no prejudicial influence on the prices.

For Tea a better feeling prevails and higher demands are made by im- 
porters for Congou, which, however, are resisted as yet by purchasers : 
500 chests Pecco have changed hands at from 15 to 24 Sch. Banco. Of 
Spelter no sales are reported, the quotations being nominally 13 mks. 11 
Sch. Beo., both for delivery and in loco.

HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrTerpaw, April 21. 

The First Chamber, which met on the 14th, adjourned on the 19th inst. 
Several Bills of local interest having passed, the budget for India for 1868 
was brought forward. The Liberals again refused to enter into a debato 
with Minister Hasselman upon colonial politics, and no one answered 
the recriminations of the Conservative members, so that the budget was 
approved of unanimously, after a very unimportant debate. The only item 
which will create interest in India appeared in the speech of the Minister, 
with regard to the “ licentious” press in India, about which some of the 
Conservative members complained. The Minister said that he had ad- 
dressed a letter to the Governor-General upon the subject. The Minister 
is of opinion that some restrictive measures ought to be taken, and states 
that the press operates to a great extent upon the native minds against the 
authority of the Dutch. 

To-day the Second Chamber reassembles, and the question at issue 
between that Ilouse and the Ministry will now be decided in a very short 
time. The Cabinet has endeavoured to reconcile the hostile majority by 
laying a Bill before the members to alter the instruction law. It is, how- 
ever, not very probable that the members will consent to deal with this 
Bill before the Budget is discussed. It is thought that with regard tothe 
Budget for Foreign Affairs the Chamber will divide without discussion. 

At the election at Appingadam the Liberal candidate, Mr. D. de Ruiter 
Zylker, has beaten his opponent. He obtained 1,062 votes, whilst Pro- 
fessor Gratema only had 660 suffrages. 

On the 16th inst. a great festival took place in the Crystal Palace at 
Amsterdam. The medals awarded to our industrials at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion were distributed by the Prince of Orange. The Ministers, some of 
the ambassadors, and a great many authorities attended the ceremony. 
In the evening the industrials gave a banquet to the Prince. On this 
occasion Ilis Majesty conferred the knighthood of the Netherlands Lion 
upon the following gentlemen :—L. Alma van Tadema, artist; Dr. E. H. 
van Baumhauer ; the industrials BM. Coster,$H. L, Enthoven; Chs. Faider 
at Brussels; A. Hohwu and A. A. G. Iterson. 

To day, the King, Queen, and the Royal family Jarrive at Amsterdam 
on their annual visit to the capital. 

The sitting of the Second Chamber of the States General to-day shows 
that the members will again enter into a discussion with the Cabinet. 
After Mr. Zylker was admitted and the declaration of Professor Vreede 
was accepted for notification the general discussions upon the budget were 
opened. Messrs. Dam, Moens and Van Bosse explained the motives 
which lead them to vote against the Budget. The Minister of the Interior 
entered into a long reply, supported by Messrs. de Bosch, Kemper, and 
Gesken. To-morrow the debate will be resumed. It thus seems that 
after a fortnight of suspense there will be another week of doubt and 
delay. Yor the general condition of anxiety which prevails throughout 
the country the Government are certainly responsible. By all the ordinary 
and conventional rules and precedents they were bound to consider the 
majority against them and to resign. Every day, however, it is proved 
more clearly that the Cabinet declines to surrender the lead to their parlia- 
mentery rivals, and that they do all in their power to remain in office.

CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND 
CHINA. 

On the 22nd ult. the fourteenth ordinary general meeti 
bank was held at the London Tavern; Mr. T. A. MircHgE.t, 
thechair. 

The CnarnMan, in moving the adoption of the report and balance- 
sheet, observed that they contained such full and accurate information 
in regard to the position of the bank, that it was hardly necessary to 
go into more particulars. The profits continued very large. Un- 
happily they had had to sustain the wind-up of the last three years of 
crisis in the East. Six months ago, when he advised the shareholders 
of only a five per cent. dividend, he warned them that there were two 
or three houses that at the previous half-year were considered of sound 
standing, one of them of almost European celebrity and extent, had 
since been compelled to wind-up, and further losses had in conse- 
quence arisen. Those logses, however, had been purely the results of 
the three years of crisis, no fresh losses having since occurred. The 
profits made were, as stated in the report, at the rate of twelve 
per cent., and having now passed through the crisis and maintained 
their credit and position in the East—he might say that in India they 
stood second to no bank—the directors hoped and expected that the 
profits would continue as large as they were at present, and in that 
case, as there would be no such bad debts to provide for, he thought, 
without being over sanguine, they might hope to pay a better dividend 
when they next met. oking at all the circumstances, and bearing 
in mind how many banks in India had not only been compelled by the 
pressure of the times to trench upon their capital but to make calls, he 
submitted that having maintained the capital of the bank intact, sus- 
tained its credit and position unimpaired, and paid a dividend of five 
per cent. after making full provision for losses, the directors were en- 
titled to credit. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. Jones seconded the motion. 

Mr. Cores asked what was the full famount of the bad debts still 
outstanding. 

Mr. Cuarman remarked that the directors in 1866 and 1867 had 
been guilty of a little want of frankness in not informing the share- 
prebepe that the probable losscs would be greater than they had anti- 
cipated. 

he CHAIRMAN was not prepared to give the information asked, not 
considering it desirable to state publicly the amount of the outstand- 
ing bad debts. Those who knew the nature of the crisis in the East 
would be aware how impossible it was for any body of directors to form 
an accurate estimate beforehand of what the bad debts would be. The 
board reckoned the bad debts now at some thousands less than they 
were calculated at in October last. They did not, however, recommend 
. more than § per cent. dividend, as he objected altogether to payin 
dividends out of capital. (Hear, hear.) He was confident that wi 
the revival of trade their profits and dividend would increase. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

The dividend at the rate of 5 per cent., free of income-tax, payable 
on and after 27th inst., was likewise unanimously adopted. 

The directors retiring by rotation, viz., Messrs. T. Lancaster and 
W. Macnaughtan, were re-elected. 

On the motion for reappointing the auditors, an objection was taken 
to the name of Alderman Dakin on the ground of the multiplicity of 
his engagements, and his re-election was negatived by 26 votes against 
19. The other retiring auditor, Mr. Thorp, was reappointed without 
opposition, and Mr. O, Lewis was clected as the second auditor.

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The general meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Aus- 
tralia, and China was held on the 22nd ult. The balance-sheet 
shows a net profit for the year of over 12 per cent. on the 
capital, but further losses by bad debts, arising out of the dis- 
asters of the late crisis, prevent the dividend declared being 
higher than 5 per cent. The position and prospects of the 
bank are shown to be most satisfactory. The meeting adopted 
the report and account, which will be found in another part of 
our Paper. ; 

The Chancery suits which have been pending for upwards of 
two years between the general body of creditors of Messrs. 
Watson and Oo., Shanghai, and Mr. J. P. Watson, in reference 
to the well known property of “ Foong Mow,” were heard 
before Vice-Chancellor Giffard on the 17th and 20th ult. The 
counsel retained by the creditors were Sir Roundell Palmer, 
Mr. W. M. James, Q.C., and Mr. Rendall; those by Mr. Wat- 
son, Mr. Druce, Q.C., and Mr. Bedwell. When the argumonts 
were concluded the Vice-Chancellor intimated his intention to 
deliver judgment on the 25th ult., which he accordingly did, 
decreeing that Mr. Watson could retain the property, not only 
for the balance of the purchase money, but also for tho debts 
due to him by the firm of Watson and Co., owing to the verbal 
assurances of Mr. Coutts to Mr. Watson on several occasions 
that the deeds should remain in his possession for such pur- 
pose. All the costs of the suits to be paid by the creditors. 

The official liquidator of the Blakeley Ordnance Company 
has ordered a sale by public auction to be held on the com- 
pany’s premises at East Greenwich on tho 16th of June. The 
whole of the stock of guns, shot, shell, and ordnance stores 
will then be disposed of. 

The extraordinary decision given by the Chief Justice of 
Hong Kong in the case of the Jsca has invested all bottomry 
cases with more than usual intcrest to our readers. It is of 
the highest importance that the old, and undoubtedly just 
usage, that a bottomry bond includes the cargo as well as the 
ship, should be maintained in its integrity ; otherwise vessels 
in distress at a strange port would often be unable to raise the 
funds necessary to enable them to prosecute their voyages, 
although they might have a cargo on board worth twenty times 
the sum required. A caso in point was reported last week, 
where the validity of a bottomry bond on the Zissie was con- 
tested by the owners of thecargo. The Admiralty Court justly 
pronounced for the bond, and condemned them in costs. 

Mr. F. M. Page (3, George-yard, Lombard-street,) has pub- 
lished his annual Record of Prices of Bullion in London, with 
Corresponding Pricesand Rates in Shanghai and Hong Kong, for 
the year 1867. This useful table shows the result of bullion 
operations during the past year. Owing to the low rates of ex- 
change prevailing in Chiua, specie remittances contrast most 
unfavourably with India bills. Bar silver and Mexicans seldom 
yielded even the bare cost, and in most cases resulted in serious 
loss. 

The following, announcing the abolition of duty on certain 
articles of import into Manila, has appeared in the London 
Gazette :— 

By a Royal decree, issued at Madrid, December 10, 1867, the following 
articles have been declared free of duty on importation into the Philip- 

ine Islands without any distinction as to flag—namely, olive oil, rico, 
calao, salted and dried meats, beef and mutton, hams and venison, peas, 
grains, vegetables and cereals—such as oats, rye, beans, maize, lentils, and 
the like—flour, green herbs, garlic, onions, potatoes, butter and lard, 
salted, dried, and pickled fish, sardines, hung beef, tacon, wheat, cattle, 
pigs and buffaloes, trees, plants and seeds, coals, and live fish. 

Telegraphic communication between Malta and Alexandria 
was restored on the 25th ult. So defective, however, is the 
condition of the cable that a further interruption would cause 
no surprise. We now hear of a rupture of the Malta and 
Modica cable, which however was promptly repaired. 

The approaching inquiry into the affairs of the Bank of Bom- 
bay promises to be searching and complete. The commission 
is armed with full powers, and the three gentlemen who con- 
stitute it will have no other object than to ascertain the whole 
truth, and satisfy the just demands of the public. The officers 
connected with the Bombay Government at the time of the 
bank’s failure have as much cause as the shareholders to wel- 
come an investigation which will, we trust, protect them from 
future misrepresentation or calumny. 

At the meeting of the Singapore Gas Company held on the 
20th ult. the report recommending a dividend of 74 on the 
preference, and 4 per cent. on the original capital, was adopted.

DIRECTORS REPORT. 


PRESENTED AT THE FOURTEENTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING, 
22nd APRIL, 1868. . 


Ir is now the duty of the Directors to lay before the Shareholders the Gencral Balance-Shoet of fho Bank, made 
up to the 31st December last, showing a net profit for the year of £97,288 11s. 3d., or. at the rate of upwards of 
12 per cent. on the Capital. 


The Directors regret that they have to deduct from this sum £57,360 123. 7d., which, on a fresh revision, is 
found to be the further probable loss on the bad debits of the past three years of Eastern crisis; but they must 
remind the Shareholders that they were warned of the groater part of this at the last half-yearly meeting in October, 
and the Directors can congratulate them on the total loss now falling so infinitely short of that of other similar 
institutions. The extent of the business and the credit of the Bank remain unaltered, as is proved by the Balance- 
Sheet, notwithstanding the serious fall in the Rupee Exchange which occurred during the last half of 1867; and the 
profits must, with reduced competition, gradually increase, without any further set-off of magnitude from old bad debts, 


The Capital of the Bank being quite intact, the Directors have no hesitation in recommending a Dividend for the 
half-year at tho rate of Five per cent. per annum, free of Income-Tax, which latter is deducted from the charges, 
leaving the sum of £1,062 17s. 5d. to be carried forward, besides the £10,000 Reserve Fund, which may, they hope, 
now in better times and free from a crisis which is not likely soon to recur, bo gradually built up again. 


Mr. T. Lancaster and Mr. W. Macnaventan are the two Directors who now retire by rotation, and being 
immediately re-eligible, they offer themselves again to the choice of the Sharcholdors. 


The Auditors, Mr. Alderman Daxin and Mr. JonaTHaAN THorr, now complete their annual term of office, and 
present themselves for re-election.
